It has heretofore been made by hand ; only 
small wire could be used, and was even then necessarily 
made very expensive and out of reach of the average 
American farmer, but by the invention of our new ma- 
chinery, we have been enabled to make this cheap 
enough to be of practical use, and can use heavier 
Wire^which makes a better fence than the hand-made 



at any price. This fence, as its name implies, is made 
from the best annealed steel wire, and to illustrate the 

Strength, 

We submit the following figures : 

The margin wires— that is, the top and bottom — run 
nearly straight, and in all widths above forty-two inches, 
are of No. 8 wire. In the narrower widths No. 9 is used, 
and No. 13 for the body or middle wires in all widths. 
The breaking strain of No. 8 is about 2,800 lbs ; of No. 
9, about 2,500, and of No. 13, 800 lbs. For example: 

Our 4x7 mesh takes two No. 13 wires for every 4 inches 
height, and our 5x8 inch mesh takes two No. 13 wires 
for each 5 inches height. Our standard farm fence is 
5 inch mesh and 52 inches in height, and is made of two 

No. 8 wires, breaking strain 2,800 lbs. each 5,600

Total strength 22,400 

No single wire is expected to break with less than 800 
pounds strain, and the wire will break before the twist 
will slip. These figures show this is no light bird- 
cage pattern, but a strong stock fence. 

Owing to the peculiar construction of the diamond- 
shaped meshes, this fence is 

Not Affected by Heat or Cold, 

but allows for contraction and takes up expansion. We 
especially recommend the netting fence for bottom 
lands. The recent high waters in the Ohio valley prove 
It Cannot be Washed Away by Floods, 

but can be so put up as to hang fast in places where the 
water will even tear out the posts in more exposed 
places. It allows free passage of water through it, and 
is thus much more liable to be uninjured by high waters 
and their accompanying force of current or drift.

To insure this every roll (unless galvanized) is thor- 
oughly dipped in a Rust Proof Paint, which we have 
carefully tested and found the best in the market for 
iron. We use but one color. It is made of Lake Superior 
iron ore and boiled linseed oil. It isn rich brown purple 
in color, very suitable for farm fencing, but if a lighter 
color is desired, and the fence is to be especially orna- 
mental, this paint serves as an excellent foundation for 
any other color. The cost of repainting is small (20 cts. 
per 100 feet), and there is no reason why this class of 
goods should not last for years and years.

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Posts. 

We do not furnish posts, unless especially ordered, 
and never include them in any estimates made to in- 
quirers, unless asked to do so. We recommend any 
good wood posts, and suggest that whenever a dressed 
post, about 4x4 inch tapered to 2x4 Inch, can be used, it 
makes a much neater looking fence than just an ordinary 
rough post. They should (for farm fences) be placed 12 
to 16 feet apart, and alight false post used between. 
By a false post, we mean a "spreader," I \x2 inch in size, 
which is stapled to the top and bottom wire, to keep the 
netting margins from drawing together, and keeping the 
fence tightened and in good shape. This false pod acts 
as truss, and places any strain on the whole fence, in- 
stead of a few wires. It also prevents hogs lifting the 
bottom wire. If posts are a decided object, they can be 
placed 20 or 25 feet apart, using 3 " false" posts be- 
tween, and make a splendid fence. If base and rail are 
used, it is best to set posts about 7 feet apart . Base and 
rail are not necessary in farm or poultry fences. 
We know of no iron post that is good and cheap enough 
to give satisfaction for general use. 

Staples. 

We keep in stock ordinary fence staples, which we 
sell at market prices, in proportion to amount ordered.

/ FARM FENCING. 

Cut No. 3 represents a Farm Fence. The 52 inch height, 5x8 mesh, painted wire, is most 
generally used. It is high enough for all general farm fencing, and will turn any stock that a 
five board fence with a cap will, and will far outlast and is preferable in every respect. Our 47 
inch, 5x8, does very well for an inside fence, and if set on a ridge of earth <> inches high (which 
is the proper way to set any fence), is just as good as 52 inch fence. The 4 inch mesh contains 
one-fourth more wire than'the 5 inch, and is correspondingly stronger, and is better adapted for 
scale pens, bull lots, deer parks and small enclosures near barns; 58 to 70 fence is used, and there 
is no better or cheaper fence that can be used for that purpose.

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Garden Fence. 

For this purpose we recommend 46 inch fence, 4x7, 
with board at the bottom, but no railing, or 50 inch, 4x7, 
put up as in cut No. 3. The 4x7 mesh will turn medium 
sized fowls, but if the lesser ones are to be excluded 
tl it'ii it is preferable to use either a base or the 3x6 raesh 
netting. There is no fence better adapted for gardens 
than this 3x6 mesh netting. It shelters no enemies to 
crops, is a complete protection, takes up the least pos- 
sible room, casts no shade, and is an excellent support 
for vines desirable for trellises, arbors, &c. 

The usual way of setting farm and garden fence is 
also shown in cut No. 3. The large posts are 1 rod apart, 
with an intermediate or "false post" between. The 
false posts are 1.1x2 inch strips, stapled to top and bot- 
tom wires to spread the netting, therefore do not extend 
into the ground. Further and more explicit directions 
are sent with all shipments. 

Poultry Fence. 

We are now prepared to furnish fencing for poultry 
runs. Either our 3x6, as per price list, page 21, margin 
wire No. 9, netting wire No. 14, which is heavy enough 
for all kinds of stock as well as poultry, or our finer 2 
inch mesh of lighter wire ; but we prefer the former.

Or Movable Fences, our netting has no equal. We fit up portable sheep corrals with gas pipe 
posts and stakes, using heavy wires with rings attached, for guys, as shown in cut No. 17. For

One hundred feet of Corral will enclose a circle 33 
feet in diameter, and hold 50 to 75 sheep ; 200 feet * ill en- 
close a circle 66 feet in diameter, and hold 225 to L'75 
sheep ; 300 feet will enclose a circle 100 feet in diameter, 
and hold 500 to 600 sheep ; 400 feet will enclose a circle 133 
feet in diameter, and hold 800 to 1,000 sheep; 500 feet 
holds 1,200 to 1,500 sheep. According to these figures 
600 feet of the netting, weighing when all ready for use, 
only 900 pounds, will safely hold from 2,000 to 2,500 
sheep. Some herders will put half as many more sheep 
in these sizes as we have rated here.

Rabbit Proof Fencing. 

It has become necessary in some fruit-growing locali- 
ties to protect orchards and vineyards against the 
destructiveness of rabbits, and at the same time a fence 
is needed strong enough for protection from large stock 
also. We would suggest that an effective fence for these 
purposes can be made by using our ordinary netting

Most 
railways carry our goods as 3d class freight; some as 2d 
class. The present rate will carry 100 rods 500 miles at 
about an average cost of $5. We can often, but not 
always, get freights guaranteed, but goods are carried at 
schedule prices. No packing or boxes except staples 
and tools in a small box, and no charges for that. The 
goods, when finished, are in good shape for shipping. 
We always do our best in getting best rates possible. 

General Prices. 

As will be seen by stamp on pages 21 and 23 we are 
now offering liberal discount to every buyer from our 
present price list, and we call attention to the cost of 
our steel wire fence per 100 rods, and invite comparison 
with cost of other kind of fence, asking that in this 
comparison the buyer will keep in mind the neatness, 
strength, safety, durability, and general purpose char- 
acter of our goods over any other fence made. 

The one list answers for both galvanized and painted 
wire. In making and handling and getting out we can 
prepare a large lot at proportionately less expense than 
a small lot, and by having a proportionate rate of dis- 
count, every one can see by the rate of discount just 
what he ought to pay for what he wants. Now to the 
buyer who wants 100 rods, or 1650 feet, 52 inches in 
height, the discount is 35 per cent, for painted wire ; this 
leaves the net price $1.07} per rod, or if he sends cash 
with order and deducts 2 per cent, of this, the net price 
is only $1.05 per rod, or $6.30 per 100 feet. This, with 
one post for 20 feet and two false posts (not touching the 
ground), lJxH inches square, costing for posts and pieces 
say 25 cents, and 1 J pounds of staples, costing 12 cents, 
makes the total cost of 100 feet, or 6 rods, only $7.72, or 
$1.28 per rod for a perfect farm fence, in hundred 
rod lot.
